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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 


To  His  Excellency,  John  Ireland,  Governor  of  Texas : 

Sir — The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Agricultural  and  Mechani- 
cal College  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  a  report  of  the 
present  condition  of  the  institution  and  of  its  management 
since  their  last  report,  submitted  two  years  ago. 

As  the  term  of  office  of  this  Board  will  soon  expire,  it  may  not 
be  amiss  to  note  that  during  the  six  years  of  its  existence  two  of 
its  presidents  have  died  —  Hon.  E.  B.  Pickett  and  Hon.  George 
PfeufTer  —  both  of  whom  were  zealous  friends  of  the  institution, 
to  whose  labors  in  its  behalf  the  present  excellence  of  the  college 
is  largely  to  be  attributed.  Several  changes  have  been  made  in 
the  membership,  and,  as  now  constituted,  the  only  original 
members  are  Captain  T.  M.  Scott  and  Hon.  J.  G.  Garrison. 

During  these  six  years  the  plan  of  instruction  in  the  college 
has  been  changed  and  brought  to  a  strict  conformity  with  the 
objects  of  the  institution.  When  it  was  organized  so  great  was 
the  necessity  of  a  public  institution  of  learning  of  a  high  grade 
that  the  demand  for  classical  and  general  education  was  yielded 
to,  and  the  industrial  features  of  the  college  subordinated.  In 
the  year  1881,  soon  after  the  appointment  of  the  present  Board, 
the  college  was  reorganized  and  made  a  school  for  special  in- 
struction in  agriculture,  the  mechanical  arts,  and  the  natural 
science  connected  therewith  as  the  law  required.  Its  success 
was  then  no  longer  problematical.  All  that  was  necessary  was 
to  meet  the  demand  of  the  times  for  a  practical  education  of  the 
youth  of  the  State  for  the  two  great  industrial  pursuits  of  agri-' 
culture  and  mechanics.  That  such  demand  has  been  met  in 
good  faith  is  manifest  from  the  liberal  policy  of  the  State  in  the 
equipment  and  maintenance  of  this  institution  and  in  the  course 
of  instruction  that  is  given. 

Whatever  prejudice  may  have  existed  in  the  minds  of  the 
people  against  the  institution,  resulting  from  its  former  manage- 
ment and  plan  of  instruction,  now  happily  no  longer  exists  since 
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its  reorganization;  and  it  is  now  only  a  question  for  the  State  to 
maintain  and  improve  what  lias  been  so  well  begun. 

It  will  appear  from  the  reports  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Faculty 
and  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  the  Agent  of  the  Board, 
which  accompany  this  report  and  form  a  part  thereof,  that  the 
plan  of  the  college  has  been  made  to  conform  in  its  instruction 
and  management  strictly  with  the  law;  that  the  several  appro- 
priations made  by  the  Legislature  for  its  support  have  been 
judiciously  expended,  and  that  its  business  affairs  have  been  well 
and  economically  administered. 

A  change  in  the  curriculum  has  been  suggested  by  the  Faculty 
and  adopted  by  the  Board,  abolishing  the  preparatory  class  and 
making  the  course  of  instruction  four  years  instead  of  three,  as 
heretofore.  Such  is  now  the  efficiency  of  our  common  schools 
that  the  demand  for  the  preparatory  training  is  no  longer  imper- 
ative; and  the  plan  of  the  curriculum  adopted  meets  whatever 
requirement  there  may  be  for  it  in  making  the  instruction  for 
the  first  year  apply  equally  to  both  branches — agriculture  and 
mechanics.  For  details  of  the  plan  the  report  of  the  Faculty  is 
referred  to. 

A  complete  inventory  and  invoice  of  the  property  belonging  to 
the  college  has  just  been  made,  and  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer.  An  abstract  thereof  is  given  in  his 
report.  It  is  gratifying  to  observe  that,  of  the  entire  original 
appropriations  made  by  the  Legislature  for  the  improvements 
and  maintenance  of  the  college,  amounting  to  $272,500,  there 
appears  from  the  inventory  to  be  on  hand  property  to  the  value 
of  $228,972.47.  This,  of  course,  does  not  include  appropriations 
for  the  support  of  State  students,  which  are  expended  entirely 
for  supplies  for  their  support,  and  does  include  a  fair  estimate  of 
the  value  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the  college. 

During  the  administration  of  the  present  Board,  and  in  conso- 
nance with  its  views  and  the  changes  in  the  plan  of  instruction, 
great  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  condition  of  tho 
property.  A  farm  has  been  opened,  barns  and  shops  erected, 
fine  stock  imported,  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Professor 
of  Agriculture,  cattle  and  hogs  are  being  bred  and  raised.  The 
shops  are  well  supplied  with  tools  and  machinery,  and  many 
valuable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  chemical  and  physical 
laboratories,  and  the  surveying  and  engineering  instruments; 
while  the  library  has  been  steadily  enlarged  and  improved. 

Attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  estimates  of  the  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer  and  the  Agent  of  the  Board  for  supplying 
the  needs  of  the  college. 

An  estimate  will  be  found  of  the  annual  expenses  necessary 
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to  maintain  the  college  on  its  present  basis.  Estimates  are  also 
furnished  for  the  erection  of  a  dormitory.  This  is  absolutely 
necessary,  if  the  doors  of  the  institution  are  to  be  opened  to  all 
who  desire  and  seek  instruction  therein.  The  need  of  an  infirm- 
ary is  also  felt  for  the  reasons  shown  b}'  the  Agent  in  his  report. 

Having  gone  so  far,  and  having  succeeded  so  well  in  its  en- 
deavor to  educate  its  farmers  and  mechanics  and  to  elevate  their 
callings,  the  State  should  not  stop  half  way;  nor  should  it  even 
hesitate  to  afford  ample  facilities  where  so  much  good  may  be 
accomplished. 

By  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  passed  at  its  meeting  last  June, 
the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  address  to  your  Excellency  the 
following  letter,  in  which  it  was  suggested  that  a  board  of  visit- 
ors be  appointed  for  the  college: 

To  His  Excellency.  John  Ireland,  Governor  of  Texas: 

Sir — The  Board  of  Directors  of  State  Agricultural  and  Mechan- 
ical College  of  Texas,  by  unanimous  vote,  and  looking  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  institute  in  order  to  bring  the  actual  work 
of  the  college  before  the  agricultural  and  mechanical  as  well  as 
other  citizens  of  the  State,  respectfully  suggest  to  your  Excel- 
lency the  propriety  of  the  appointment,  by  the  executive  of  the 
State,  of  five,  seven  or  more  persons,  eminent  in  their  several 
callings,  as  a  board  of  visitors,  to  attend  the  annual  commence- 
ment exercises  of  the  college,  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  its 
working,  its  progress  made  in  teaching,  suggesting  improve- 
ments for  the  betterment  of  the  institution,  and  make  a  report 
through  the  Governor  to'  the  Legislature,  to  the  end  that  it  may 
be  known  if  the  college  is  being  managed  and  conducted  for  the 
purpose  and  design  for  which  it  was  organized,  and  that  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be 
made  by  the  next  Legislature  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  board 
of  visitors  actually  incurred  in  the  performance  of  such  service.

No  pains  should  be  spared  to  keep  the  people  well  informed  of 
the  plan  and  working  of  the  college,  or  to  insure  a  faithful  and 
economical  administration  of  its  affairs. 

To  meet  the  absolute  requirements  of  the  college,  appropria- 
tions are  needed,  both  from  the  University  fund  and  from  the 
general  revenue  of  the  State.  The  Board  have  heretofore  asked 
for  one-third  of  the  available  fund  of  the  University,  and  now 
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ask  no  less,  as  it  will  be  seen  from  the  estimates  submitted  a 
much  larger  sum  is  necessary. 

Questions  have  been  raised  by  the  Regents  of  the  University 
as  to  the  wisdom'of  the  present  system  of  control  thereof.  They 
suggest  as  the  only  two  solutions  of  the  difficulties  presented  by 
these  questions,  the  amendment  of  the  Constitution  by  which 
the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  shall  be  legally  sepa- 
rated from  the  University  and  relegated  for  support  to  its  endow- 
ment by  Congress,  and  such  appropriations  as  the  Legislature 
from  time  to  time  may  see  fit  to  make;  or  that  direct  control  of 
of  this  college  be  given  to  them.  The  adoption  of  either  plan 
would  paralyze  the  usefulness  of  this  institution.  The  first 
would  deprive  it  of  valuable  property  rights,  which,  to  say  the 
least,  give  dignity  to  its  demands;  and  the  latter  would  consign 
it  to  the  tutilage  of  a  parsimonious  guardianship  that  grudg- 
ingly yields  the  present  support.  May  it  not  be  suggested  by 
this  Board  that  there  is  another  solution  in  the  recognition  of 
the  right  of  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  to  a  fixed 
per  cent  of  the  available  fund  of  the  University,  to  be  annually 
appropriated  therefrom  by  the  Regents  themselves  and  placed  to 
the  credit  of  this  Board  with  the  Comptroller. 

As  a  branch  of  the  University  of  this  State,  the  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  College  must  always  receive  the  attention  which 
its  merits  demand.  Its  right  to  a  fair  and  just  proportion  of  the 
fund  of  the  University  is  as  well  settled  as  that  of  any  other 
branch  or  department  thereof.  The  Agricultural  and  Mechani- 
cal College  is  as  much  a  part  of  the  University  as  any  college 
established  with  the  main  department.  And  in  the  endowment 
of  the  University  our  legislators  can  not  certainly  be  said  to 
have  contemplated  only  the  schools  of  literature,  law  and  medi- 
cine. It  could  not  be  a  University  of  the  first  class  without  a 
just  provision  for  industrial  education;  and  much  of  the  legisla- 
tion that  has  fostered  and  increased  the  University  fund  has 
been  had  under  the  present  Constitution  which  recognizes  the 
Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  as  a  branch  of  the  Univer- 
sity. A  change  in  the  Constitution  separating  this  college  from 
the  other  colleges  and  dividing  the  University  is  not  desirable; 
nor  would  it  be  just  to  exclude  it  from  the  fund  to  which  it  has 
as  great  a  right  as  any  other  college.  It  should  not  be  cut  off 
from  its  patrimony  and  reduced  to  mendicancy.  It  is  clear  that 
there  can  be  no  division  ;  not  as  we  take  it  on  account  of  the 
expense  of  a  constitutional  amendment,  but  for  much  higher 
reasons. 

Then  we  are  confronted  with  the  proposition  to  place  this  col- 
lege under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Regents.    The  wisdom  of 
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the  Legislature  in  placing  it  under  a  separate  management  is 
fully  illustrated  by  the  modest  estimate  of  the  Regents  for  the 
support  of  the  college  in  case  it  should  be  entrusted  to  them.  It 
is  a  pure  question  of  administration  and  not  of  art.  If  the  col- 
lege can  be  more  successfully  operated  by  a  Board  responsible 
directly  to  the  Legislature,  and  more  representative  of  its  inter- 
ests, then  a  mere  question  of  appropriation  of  funds  should  not 
>be  allowed  to  interfere  with  its  success.  As  now,  both  Boards 
can  biennially  present  their  estimates  to  the  Legislature,  and 
with  a  full  knowledge  of  both  wants  and  resources  the  Legisla- 
ture will  appropriate  from  the  University  fund  such  amount  as 
this  college  may  be  justly  entitled  to. 

While  a  separation  from  politics  is  desirable,  yet  the  people 
should  never  lose  control  of  their  educational  institutions.  The 
fund  for  their  support  was  created  not  to  enrich  them,  nor  indeed 
to  make  them  exclusive,  arrogant,  or  even  aristocratic  in  their 
tendencies,  but  to  afford  facilities  for  higher  education  of  which 
all  classes  may  avail  themseves.  Their  administration  should 
be  as  popular  as  is  consistent  with  stability.  With  a  full  recog- 
nition of  the.  great  service  of  the  entire  University  in  fostering 
State  pride  and  in  the  elevation  of  the  great  body  of  the  people 
to  a  higher  plane  of  usefulness  as  well  as  happiness,  we  would 
regret  that  anything  should  occur  in  the  administration  of  the 
fund  started  by  the  fathers  of  the  Republic,  and  fostered  and 
added  to  by  the  wisdom  of  the  State,  that  would  mar  the  growth 
or  impair  the  usefulness  of  any  of  its  colleges. 

It  is  with  the  strongest  conviction  of  the  wisdom  of  the  present 
management  of  this  college  that  we  insist  upon  a  strict  adher- 
ence to  the  law  in  its  plan  of  instruction,  and  the  enlargement 
of  its  usefulness  by  an  increase  of  its  facilities.  There  can  be 
no  subordination  of  these  demands;  and  if  the  management  of 
this  college  is  left  in  the  hands  of  its  friends,  there  will  be  none.

report  of  facdlty  on  change  of  course  of  studies. 

Ron.  W.  B.  Cavitt,  President  Board  of  Directors  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  College  of  lexas: 

Sir: — The  recommendations  of  Prof.  Louis  L.  Mclnnis,  made 
to  the  Board  of  Directors  in  June,  1886,  and  referred  to  the  Fac- 
ulty for  consideration  and  report,  have  been  considered,  and  the 
Faculty  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

First.    In  the  opinion  of  the  Faculty  there  would  be  a  great 
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advantage  in  changing  from  a  three  years'  course  with  a  pre- 
paratory class,  to  a  four  years'  course  without  a  preparatory  class. 

This  change  would  give  much  more  time  for  the  prosecution 
of  the  industrial  features  of  the  college,  therefore,  we  recom- 
mend the  change  from  a  three  years'  course  to  one  of  four  years, 
and  that  the  preparatory  course  be  abolished. 

We  recommend  that,  the  first  year  be  the  same  for  all  students, 
and  that  the  qualifications  for  admission  be  as  follows:  The  ap- 
plicant must  be  at  least  fifteen  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, physically  capable  of  performing  the  industrial  duties, 
and  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on  the  subjects  of 
Arithmetic  (four  fundamental  rules  and  common  fractions),  and 
English  (reading,  spelling,  elementary  grammar  and  geography) . 

Any  student  failing  in  these  requirements  may  be  admitted 
only  by  a  vote  of  the  Faculty.

In  the  foregoing  outline  it  will  be  seen  that  all  students  during 
the  first  year  pursue  the  same  studies.  In  the  second  year  the 
scheme  divides  into  two  general  courses,  viz:  An  agricultural 
course  and  a  mechanical  course,  the  former  leading  to  the  degree 
B.S.  A.  or  to  the  degree  B.S.,  the  latter  to  the  degree  B.M.E.  or 
to  the  degree  B.C.E. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  after  completing  the  first  year  stu- 
dents can  select  either  the  agricultural  or  the  mechanical  course, 
and  in  their  last  year,  when  their  minds  are  more  fully  devel- 
oped, each  may  devote  himself  especially  to  those  studies  bear- 
ing on  his  chosen  life  work. 

Second.  That  under  proper  restrictions,  as  hereinafter  set 
forth,  greater  flexibility  be  given  to  the  courses  to  the  end  that 
students  may  be  allowed  to  pursue  certain  studies,  receiving  on 
completion,  certificates  of  proficiency  therefor. 

Students,  at  the  end  of  the  second  year's  course,  may  take  a 
select  course;  provided,  they  always  choose  some  study  or  studies 
connected  with  the  Agricultural  or  Mechanical  Departments, 
and  for  such  studies  the  following  special  courses  are  provided 
with  the  understanding  that  they  should  be  subject  to  modifica- 
tions by  the  Faculty. 

SPECIAL  COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Agricultural  Department— Dairying,  Horticulture,  Agricul- 
tural Chemistry. 

Mechanical  Department— Carpentry,  Blacksmithing,  Machin- 
ery. 

Five  years  ago  the  courses  were  shortened  from  four  years  to 
three.    A  return  to  the  former  involves  a  review  of  the  causes 
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which  led  to  its  abandonment  and  of  the  conditions  which  ren- 
der its  resumption  advisable. 

Briefly,  the  longer  courses  were  abandoned  because  it  appeared 
that  shorter  ones  would  be  better  adapted  to  the  wants  of  a 
majority  of  the  students  who  might  desire  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  advantages  of  industrial  education.  Such  students  often 
have  neither  the  time  nor  means  to  give  to  studies  which  do  not 
bear  directly  on  their  chosen  pursuits.  Short  practical  courses, 
having  in  view  definite  industrial  occupations,  were  needed  for 
these  students.  The  experience  of  five  years  leads  to  the  con- 
clusion that  no  single  general  course  in  either  agriculture  or 
mechanics  can  be  well  adapted  to  these  students  and  at  the  same 
time  afford  adequate  training  for  such  professions  as  those  of 
the  engineer  or  chemist,  for  example,  who  require  much  theo- 
retical instruction  of  an  advanced  nature.  These  considerations 
have  led  to  the  foregoing  recommendations  of:  First — General 
four  years  courses  for  students  who  desire  advanced  theoretical 
instruction  leading  to  industrial  professions,  and  Second — Short 
special  courses  for  those  who  desire  in  a  limited  time  to  prepare 
to  enter  upon  those  occupations  which  require  less  theory  and 
much  practical  experience  and  manual  skill.  These  shorter 
courses  will,  it  is  believed,  meet  the  wants  of  a  small,  but  con- 
tinually increasing  number  of  young  men  who  are  at  present 
practically  debarred  from  the  benefits  of  this  institution  but 
whose  aims  are  entirely  in  accord  with  the  objects  of  the  college 
and  who  would  probably  prove  upon  going  out  into  their  lite 
work  the  best  exponents  of  its  educational  policy. 

It  is  however  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  full  development  of 
special  courses  will  require  a  considerable  addition  to  the  num- 
ber of  instructors.  The  agricultural  course  would  probably 
require  two  or  three  more  than  it  has  at  present,  the  mechanical 
at  least  two.  If  the  resourses  of  the  college  should  not  admit  of 
this  full  establishment  of  the  courses  at  present,  they  might, 
nevertheless  be  established  and  the  extent  of  their  development 
left  to  the  regulation  of  the  Faculty.  This  would  give  to  the 
instruction  a  flexibility  which  would  enable  the  faculty  to  often 
'  vary  the  course  of  study  within  the  limits  of  the  available 
resources,  greatly  to  the  benefit  of  both  the  student  and  the  col- 
lege. 

Third.  We  further  concur  in  the  second  recommendation, viz: 
That  in  the  estimates  made  to  the  Legislature  provision  be  made 
for  the  division  of  the  chairs  of  agriculture  and  mechanics  into 
two  departments  each,  and  that  for  a  certain  time  one  depart- 
ment of  each  be  placed  in  charge  of  an  adjunct  professor  to 
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be  elected  by  the  Board.  Said  adjunct  professor  to  have  all 
rights  of  a  professor  at  the  head  of  a  department. 

Fourth.  We  further  concur  in  the  third  recommendation  that 
if  practicable,  a  students'  labor  fund  be  provided  for  the  pur- 
pose of  assisting  deserving  young  men  who  may  wish  to  defray 
a  portion  of  their  expenses  by  labor.  Said  fund  to  be  placed 
under  such  restrictions  as  may  be  deemed  best.

Report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Faculty. 


Hon.  TV.  R.  Cavitt,  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  Agri- 
cultural and  Mechanical  College  of  Texas: 
Sm — The  period  which  has  elapsed  since  I  had  the  honor  to- 
present  ray  last  special  report  to  your  honorable  Board  has  been 
one  of  notable  significance  in  the  history  of  this  college.  A  pub- 
lic opinion  which  for  many  years  has  found  expression  in  wide- 
spread dissatisfaction  with  antiquated  and  inadequate  systems 
of  education  has  within  the  last  decade  taken  a  constructive 
form  in  the  advocacy  of  definite  reforms.  It  does  not  seem  im- 
probable that  the  time  will  come  when  the  rise  of  industrial  edu- 
cation will  be  pronounced  the  most  important  factor  in  our  con- 
temporary progress.  Its  bearing  upon  the  most  profound  social 
and  economic  problems  of  our  time,  its  appeal  to  that  common 
sense  which  is  so  characteristic  of  untrammeled  modern  thought 
has  given  it  a  prominence  in  current  literature  which  forces  its 
consideration  upon  the  mind  of  every  thoughtful  citizen.  In- 
deed, so  profound  has  been  the  recent  changes  brought  about  by 
the  introduction  into  education  of  the  industrial  idea  that  its 
effects  may  well  be  named  a  revolution.  Leading  this  revolu- 
tion the  industrial  colleges  and  manual  labor  training  schools  of 
the  United  States  have  long  encountered  the  difficulties  of 
pioneers,  often  falling  into  mistakes,  sometimes  too  far  in 
advance  of  a  sustaining  public  opinion,  but  oftener,  perhaps, 
timidly  lingering  too  far  behind  it.  Within  the  last  few  years, 
however,  it  has  been  difficult  to  keep  in  advance  of  this  public 
opinion,  and  all  the  more  so  because  this  advance  has  been 
neither  noisy  nor  sensational.  Six  years  ago  this  college  threw 
itself  decisively  into  the  current  of  educational  advance,  at  first 
indeed  a  little  timidly,  but  soon  with  confidence  inspired  by  suc- 
cess. During  the  last  three  or  four  years  there  has  been  no 
doubt  in  the  minds  of  anyone  connected  with  this  institution  as 
to  the  nature  of  the  progress  which  the  people  of  Texas'  expect 
of  it.  From  the  co-existence  of  many  favorable  conditions 
nothing  less  than  very  decided  success  in  the  administration  of 
the  college  was  to  have  been  expected.  With  a  Board  of  Directors 
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and  Faculty  in  complete  accord  as  to  the  objects  to  be  accomplish- 
ed, and  the  means  of  accomplishing  them,  with  indubitable  evi- 
dences of  public  support,  with  a  harmony  of  purpose  and  effort 
in  the  Faculty  which  excluded  the  slightest  internal  discord, with 
a  liberal  provision  by  the  Nineteenth  Legislature  for  equipment, 
with  most  gratifying  immunity  from  untoward  incidents  of  all 
kinds,  it  would  indeed  be  surprising  if  the  college  has  not  been 
successful  since  its  condition  was  last  formally  reported  through 
official  channels  to  the  people  of  our  State.  The  evidences  of 
this  success  are  to  be  found  in  several  directions.  The  number 
of  students  has  steadily  increased  till  the  dormitory  accommo- 
dations have  been  exhausted,  favorable  comment  has  supplanted 
harsh  criticism  in  the  columns  of  some  of  our  leading  news- 
papers, and  most  significantly  the  two  great  organizations  of 
farmers,  the  Grange  and  the  Alliance,  have  fully  endorsed,  the 
institution  as  the  exponent  of  the  education  demanded  by  that 
great  industrial  class  which  includes  no  less  than  seventy  per 
cent  of  the  citizens  of  our  State.  The  truest  evidence  of  suc- 
cess however  is  to  be  found  in  the  part  which  will  be  taken  by 
the  young  men  who  go  out  from  the  college  in  contributing  to 
the  progress  of  the  commonwealth.  This  too  has  begun  to  be 
manifested  in  the  success  which  has  already  attended  our  grad- 
uates in  the  pursuit  of  professions  for  which  they  have  been 
fitted  by  their  training  here. 

Those  who  are  most  familiar  with  the  history  of  the  college 
are  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  every  success  of  the  institution 
has  been  won  by  consistently  maintaining  its  character  as  an 
industrial  school.  What  this  has  involved  only  those  who  have 
had  to  guard  against  the  insidious  encroachments  of  the  old 
classical  system  know.  At  last,  however,  there  seems  to  be  little 
danger  that  any  circumstances  will  ever  again  arise  which  will 
endanger  the  continued  progress  of  this  school  in  its  legitimate 
work.  The  material  surroundings  and  appliances  of  the  college 
are  now  such  as  to  irresistibly  enforce  adherence  to  its  proper 
work.  Within  the  last  two  years  most  important  additions  have 
been  made  to  the  equipments  for  industrial  training.  Indeed  by 
the  judicious  and  economical  expenditure  of  the  last  legislative 
appropriation  the  Board  of  Directors  have  placed  afc  the  command 
of  the  Faculty  an  equipment  which  is  perhaps  unequalled  by 
that  of  any  institution  in  the  United  States  which  has  not  had  a 
much  larger  fund  available  for  this  purpose.  The  details  of 
these  improvements',  together  with  their  cost,  may  be  found  in 
the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  and  it  is  believed  that  a  comparison 
of  that  report  with  the  financial  statements  of  other  institutions 
will  fully  confirm  the  opinion  here  expressed.    So  recent  has 
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been  the  introduction  of  industrial  education,  and  so  rapid  its 
progress,  that  it  cannot  be  regarded  as  a  reflection  upon  our 
most  accomplished  scholars  to  presuppose  a  lack  of  information 
in  regard  to  the  present  academic  status  of  this  college.  This 
consideration  requires  a  review  here  of  much  that  has  already 
been  published,  and  in  endeavoring  to  present  a  sufficient  account 
of  the  college  no  further  apology  seems  necessary  for  repititions 
of  considerable  portions  of  the  catalogue  and  of  former  reports. 

APPLIANCES  FOR  INSTRUCTION. 

These  consist,  in  the  agricultural  course,  of  the  farm,  garden, 
orchard  and  vineyard,  for  instruction  in  experimental  culture 
and  horticulture.  Nine  head  of  registered  cattle,  Dutch  Freisians, 
Galloways  and  Jerseys,  a  large  number  of  Berkshire,  Essex  and 
Poland  China  swine,  together  with  a  herd  of  high  grade  animals 
and  common  stock,  furnish  facilities  for  the  illustration  of  the 
principles  and  practice  of  stock  management.  For  the  care  of 
these  animals  and  of  the  work:mules  of  the  farm  there  are  am- 
ple barns  and  sheds.  In  the  largest  barn  are  storage  rooms  for 
forage  and  for  implements  and  spaces  occupied  by  an  experi- 
mental silo  and  hay  scales.  The  department  is  supplied  with 
improved  farm  machinery.  A  well  arranged  piggery  is  provided 
for  the  care  of  swine,  and  an  extensive  poultry  yard  furnishes 
ample  facilities  for  the  study  of  various  breeds  of  fowls.  At 
present  about  two  hundred  chickens  per  month  are  hatched  in 
the  incubators,  which  number  will  soon  be  largely  increased. 
The  products  of  the  farm  are  ail  consumed  by  the  boarding  de- 
partment of  the  college,  and  by  the  farm  stock.  In  the  near 
future  the  increase  of  blooded  stock  will  undoubtedly  be  a  source 
of  continually  increasing  revenue  to  the  agricultural  department 
as  it  is  now  in  the  older  agricultural  colleges  of  our  country. 
Among  the  means  of  advanced  instruction  of  students, 

THE  CHEMICAL  LABORATORY 

holds  a  prominent  place.  For  as  many  as  twenty  students  work- 
ing at  one  time  this  furnishes  ample  facilities.  It  is  fitted  up 
with  excellent  and  quite  complete  apparatus  for  all  kinds  of 
analyses.  It  has  gas  and  a  good  head  of  the  best  cistern  water 
supplied  by  a  small  pumping  steam  engine.  The  value  of  appar- 
atus and  chemical  material  as  shown  by  inventory  is  $4,000. 

In  the  mechanical  course  the  means  of  instruction  are  included 
chiefly  in  two  large  shops.  A  two  story  wooden  building  83 
by  34  feet,  with  a  small  boiler  room  attached  is  furnished 
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with  a  twelve  horse  power  vertical  engine  with  cut-off  and  revers- 
ing attachment.  A  large  part  of  the  first  story  and  the  whole  of 
the  second  are  occupied  by  work  benches  sufficient  to  accommo- 
date fifty-two  students  at  one  time.  Each  bench  is  furnished 
with  all  the  carpenter  tools  needed  in  ordinary  wood  work- 
ing. A  special  tool  room  contains  all  tools  which  are  required 
only  occasionally.  A  large  room  on  the  lower  floor  is  used  for 
mechanical  drawing.  A  new  brick  building  with  a  large  boiler 
room  attached  is  fitted  up  with  the  latest  machinery  for  metal 
work.  It  has  a  floor  space  of  80  by  35  feet,  giving  ample  room 
for  its  present  equipment,  which  consists  of  two  speed  lathes, 
iron  planer,  drill  press,  circular  saw,  gig  saw,  band  saw,  six 
wood-turning  lathes,  emery  wheels,  grindstone,  etc.,  all  driven 
with  a  twenty  horse  power  straight-line  engine,  which  is  a 
specially  fine  piece  of  mechanism.  The  boiler  which  supplies 
this  with  steam  is  of  a  peculiar  form,  the  Harrison  Safety  Boiler, 
and  consists  of  a  large  number  of  connected  cast  iron  globes  by 
means  of  which  safety,  economy  of  fuel  and  quick  making  of 
steam  are  secured. 

THE  PHYSICAL  LABORATORY. 

This  is  well  supplied  with  apparatus  for  the  illustration  of  the 
principles  of  natural  philosophy  which  underlie  all  mechanical 
operations.  It  bears  to  the  mechanical  course  somewhat  similar 
relations  to  those  existing  between  the  chemical  laboratory  and 
the  agricultural  course.    Its  apparatus  is  worth  about  $3000. 

THE  MECHANICAL  EQUIPMENT 

Consists  of  three  transits,  four  compasses,  four  levels,  one  solar 
compass,  one  plane  table,  complete  set  of  models  of  projection 
with  necessary  accessories  for  practical  engineering  and  sur- 
veying. 

All  departments  are  well  furnished  with  maps,  charts  and  all 
the  ordinary  apparatus  of  class  room  instruction. 

METHODS  AND  SCOPE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Apart  from  the  strict  subordination  of  the  ancient  languages 
the  general  education  of  the  student  is  as  complete  as  it  is  in 
colleges  which  ignore  industrial  training.  Indeed  the  six  or 
eight  hours  per  week  which  are  here  devoted  to  practical  train- 
ing in  the  shops  and  laboratories  do  not  consume  nearly  so  much 
time  as  is  given  to  the  classics  under  the  old  system. 

In  this  college,  therefore,  the  student  is  able  to  give  much 
more  attention  to  those  subjects  which  concern  him  as  a  citizen 
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who  must  consider  intelligently  all  those  social  and  economic 
questions  which  will  appeal  to  the  ballot  for  solution.  History, 
modern  languages  and  their  literature,  logic,  civics,  are  all 
deemed  worthy  of  the  most  earnest  study  since  it  is  no  part  of 
the  object  of  an  industrial  school  to  narrow  the  mental  grasp 
of  its  students  to  the  mere  concerns  of  any  occupation,  but 
rather  to  widen  their  views  to  the  full  requirements  of  the  most 
eminent  citizenship,  for  thus  alone  can  the  farmer  and  mechanic 
become  fit  for  the  highest  duties  and  honors  that  his  fellow-citi- 
zens may  assign  him. 

LIBRARY. 

This  contains  about  2700  volumes,  a  large  number  of  which 
have  been  chosen  with  reference  to  the  special  character  of  the- 
college.  The  reading  room,  in  connection  with  the  library,  has 
for  two  years  been  supplied  with  the  leading  periodicals  of  the 
United  States.  The  excellent  condition  of  the  library  at  this* 
time  is  largely  due  to  the  careful  attention  of  Dr.  R.  Wiprecht,. 
who  discharges  the  important  duties  of  librarian  without  com- 
pensation. 

GROUNDS  AND  BUILDINGS. 

Within  the  last  year  the  grounds  have  been  greatly  improved 
by  laying  off,  grading  and  sodding.  The  buildings  have  been 
kept  in  excellent  repair  and  are  quite  free  from  those  evidences 
of  vandalism  so  often  conspicuous  in  school  buildings.  Large 
areas  of  the  college  land  have  been  fenced,  furnishing  pastures 
for  the  use  of  the  agricultural  department.

During  this  session  171  students  have  matriculated.  Last  ses- 
sion there  were  170  for  the  entire  year.  The  graduating  class 
now  numbers  10.  Thirty-two  students  have  entered  the  agri- 
cultural course,  99  the  mechanical,  the  remainder  are  in  the 
preparatory  class.  All  the  agricultural  students  have  carpentry 
practice  in  the  first  year. 

MILITARY  INSTRUCTION  AND  DISCIPLINE. 

Military  instruction  is  confined  to  such  exercises  as  do  not  in- 
terfere with  the  industrial  work.  It  is,  however,  thorough  as 
far  as  it  goes,  and  fulfils  in  good  faith  the  requirements  of  the 
law  of  Congress.    It  is  invaluable  in  maintaining  discipline. 

The  college  possesses  uncommon  advantages  for  the  protection 
of  the  morals  of  the  students  in  its  situation  five  miles  from  any 
town  or  other  place  of  dissipation  and  in  constant  supervision  of 
officers  living  in  the  same  buildings  with  the  students. 

EXPENSES  OF  STUDENTS. 

This  college,  unlike  most  others,  undertakes  not  only  the 
tuition  of  its  students,  but  their  entire  maintenance,  except  in 
the  supply  of  clothing  and  books. 

It  is  able,  therefore,  definitely  to  announce  the  cost  per  session 
of  attendance  upon  its  course.  The  strictest  economy  in  admin- 
istration of  the  mess  department  has  shown  that  the  following 
charges  will  supply  a  student  with  board,  fuel,  washing,  lights, 
room  and  furniture,  as  well  as  with  physicians'  attendance  in 
case  of  sickness  without  loss  to  the  college,  but  that  this  could 
not  be  done  under  less  favorable  circumstances  of  location,  num- 
ber of  students  and  skillful  management  than  exist  here.

HEALTH  OF  OFFICERS  AND  STUDENTS. 

This  has  been  excellent.  There  has  been  only  one  death,  that 
of  a  student  who  exposed  himself  very  imprudently  after  break- 
ing through  the  ice  on  a  pond  last  winter,  and  subsequently  died 
of  pneumonia. 
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THE  FUTURE  OF   THE  COLLEGE — SUGGESTED  IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  experience  of  some  years  has  continued  to  point  oat, 
from  time  to  time,  various  changes  in  detail  which  have  become 
necessary  in  the  growth  of  an  institution  like  this,  especially  in 
.  a  State  like  ours,  where  all  surrounding  conditions  are  so  rapidly 
changing.  Five  years  ago,  the  present  two  courses  of  three 
years  each  seemed  best  adapted  to  the  wants  of  our  people.  It 
now  appears  that  these  courses  are  fairly  developing  defects 
that  may  soon  lead  to  some  changes  decidedly  advantageous. 
The  rapid  improvement  of  our  common  schools,  through  the 
increasing  numbers  of  skillful  professional  teachers,  promises 
soon  to  render  unnecessary  the  existing  preparatory  class.  The 
great  difficulty  experienced  by  an  average  student  of  finishing 
in  three  years  a  course  of  study  as  extensive  as  that  now  re- 
quired for  graduation,  and  which  cannot  be  abridged  without 
cutting  out  subjects  of  the  utmost  practical  importance,  suggests 
a  lengthening  of  the  general  course  of  agriculture  and  mechan- 
ics to  four  years.  At  the  same  time  it  seems  that  these  four 
years'  courses  might  be  made  more  flexible  and  thereby  adapted 
to  the  wants  of  students  who  have  definite  objects  in  view  and 
may  wish,  especially  in  the  fourth  year,  to  specialize  their  work 
in  the  direction  of  their  chosen  occupation.  Besides,  there  is 
undoubtedly  a  growing  demand  for  very  short  courses  of  prac- 
tical instruction  in  such  subjects  as  carpentry,  blacksmithing, 
dairying,  horticulture,  etc.,  for  the  benefit  of  young  men,  not 
boys,  who  have  neither  the  time  nor  the  means  to  pursue  the 
general  courses.  Whether  any  considerable  changes  be  made 
in  the  courses  of  instruction  or  not,  any  further  considerable  ad- 
vances, will  involve  expenditures  not  less  in  amount  than  those 
of  the  last  four  years.  Should  the  Legislature  continue  its  lib- 
eral policy  towards  the  college  of  the  last  two  sessions,  there 
would  be  no  difficulty  in  meeting  the 

MOST  IMPORTANT  NEEDS  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 

The  present  dormitory  accommodations  will  not  admit  of  any 
increase  in  number  of  students.  If  the  necessary  building  for 
this  purpose  should  not  be  soon  constructed,  many  young  men 
will  be.  debarred  from  the  benefits  of  this  school,  an  exclusion 
all  the  more  serious  because  no  other  institution  in  the  State  can 
be  substituted  for  this  by  those  who  intelligently  seek  admittance 
to  it. 
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ADDITIO N  A L  PROFESSO US. 

•These  are  greatly  needed  in  the  agricultural  course  especially. 
One  professor  has  now  the  work  usually  assigned  to  several  in  the 
best  agricultural  colleges  of  our  country.  The  subject  of  horti- 
culture, including  as  it  does  laborious  and  careful  experiments 
in  fruit  and  vine  culture,  specially  important  in  a  State  having 
so  large  an  area  of  treeless  land  as  ours  has,  should  have  the 
whole  time  and  attention  of  at  least  one  accomplished  specialist. 
The  contemplated  establishment  of  a  creamery  would  require 
the  services  of  at  least  one  trained  assistant,  and  a  competent 
superintendent  of  the  farm  would  further  permit  the  Professor 
of  Agriculture  to  devote  his  time  to  the  higher  work  of  his 
department.  The  Professor  of  Mechanics  is  no  less  in  need  of 
more  assistance.  The  subject  of  drawing  is  one  which  should 
have  the  services  of  another  professor,  and  there  should  be  two 
or  more  skilled  workmen  as  foremen  in  the  carpenter's,  black- 
smith's and  plumber's  shops  respectively.  If  the  courses  should 
be  extended  and  specialized,  as  already  suggested,  these  addi- 
tional professors  and  assistants  would  be  necessary.  In  other 
words,  any  considerable  further  advance  of  the  college  depends 
upon  the  employment  of  these  instructors. 

ADDITIONS  TO  APPARATUS. 

So  well  are  the  departments  equipped  at  this  time  that  no 
large  sums  would  be  needed  for  this  purpose.  The  mechanical 
department  will  probably  need  soon  a  forge  shop  and  forges. 
All  departments  will  require  of  course  the  usual  running  sup- 
plies and  means  for  enlargement  in  the  event  of  provision  being 
made  for  the  admission  of  more  students. 

professors'  residences. 

These  are  already  much  needed,  and  will  be  indispensable  in 
the  case  of  the  appointment  of  more  professors. 

INFIRMARY. 

A  small,  but  comfortable  building,  somewhat  apart  from  the 
dormitories,  is  needed  for  the  accommodation  of  the  sick.  The 
want  of  such  a  building  properly  furnished  would  have  been 
most  seriously  felt  had  any  considerable  sickness  prevailed  dur- 
ing the  last  few  years. 
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LIBRARY  AND  MUSEUM. 

These  may  well  absorb  any  amount  of  funds  yearly,  but  they 
should  not  fail  to  receive  the  attention  which  they  deserve  as 
most  important  adjuncts  to  formal  teachings. 

HEATING  APPARATUS. 

The  safety  of  the  buildings  is  endangered  now  by  the  use  of 
stoves  in  heating.  The  practical  insurance  and  economy  of  a 
suitable  steam  heating  apparatus  urges  the  necessity  of  provid- 
ing it  as  soon  as  possible. 

LABOR  FUND. 

For  the  encouragement  of  deserving  young  men  who  often 
desire  to  pay  a  portion  of  their  expenses  by  labor  on  the  farm 
or  in  the  shops,  some  of  the  most  successful  agricultural  col- 
leges have  for  many  years  set  apart  a  labor  fund.  It  is  believed 
that  $1000  per  annum  used  in  this  way  here  would  not  only 
prove  a  most  judicious  benefaction  but  would  be  very  influential 
in  cultivating  among  the  students  a  sentiment  of  manly  pride 
and  independence  in  manual  labor.

REPORT  OF  THE  AGENT  OF  THE  BOARD. 


Hon.  W.  R.  Cavitt,  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  Agri- 
cultural and  Mechanical  College  of  Texas : 
•  Sir — As  the  Agent  of  your  Board  I  deem  it  proper  that  I 
should  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  some  of 
what  I  consider  the  principal  necessities  of  the  college  to  make  it 
what  it  ought  to  be,  as  the  only  school  in  the  State  specially 
established  for  the  education  of  the  sons  of  the  industrial  classes. 

It  is  well  known  to  those  who  know  anything  about  industrial 
education,  that  the  cost  of  preparing  to  teach,  or  I  may  say,  the 
plant  necessary  to  successfully  cultivate  the  mind  in  the  scien- 
tific and  train  the  hand  in  the  practical  education  given  at  an 
institution  like  this,  is  very  much  more  costly  than  that  for  a 
mere  literary  school.  But  as  a  compensation,  or  more  than  an 
equivalent,  the  results  attained  are  more  beneficial  to  the  great 
body  of  the  people  of  the  State. 

Having  been  a  mechanic  myself  before  coming  to  Texas,  for 
more  than  thirty-five  years  that  I  have  lived  in  the  State  a 
farmer,  and  having  raised  and  educated  boys  of  my  own,  I  can 
well  understand  the  great  advantages  now  to  be  obtained  from 
the  establishment  of  such  a  training  school  as  the  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  College  for  the  young  men  of  the  industrial 
classes  who  now  and  hereafter  desire  to  fit  themselves  for  the 
practical  duties  of  life. 

One  of  the  first  necessities  of  the  college  to  enable  it  to  main- 
tain its  present  status,  is  an  appropriation,  sufficient  in  amount 
to  meet  the  continual  expenditure  of  money  for  material  used 
up  in  the  work  shops,  for  chemicals  used  in  instruction  in  the 
laboratory  and  demonstration  in  the  class  room,  for  necessary 
repairs  of  machinery  and  apparatus,  for  the  employment  of 
trained  assistants  in  this  kind  of  teaching  and  to  keep  in  repair 
the  buildings,  cisterns  and  pumps,  the  proper  care  of  sinks,  sew- 
ers and  grounds,  the  improvement  of  the  campus  and  the  repair 
of  fencing  properly  not  included  in  the  farm. 

The  Legislature  has,  for  the  last  four  years,  appropriated  for 
the  above  purposes  the  sum  of  $15,000  per  annum.  This  amount 
has  enabled  the  Board  of  Directors,  by  close  economy,  to  accom- 
plish what  the  college  was  intended  for,  and  if  like  appropri- 
ations are  made,  by  like  care  in  disbursement,  will  enable  them 
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to  successfully  continue  the  training  of  the  young  men  of  Texas, 
in  scientific  and  practical  agriculture  and  mechanics. 

The  college  can  now  accommodate  comfortably  not  more  than 
one  hundred  and  forty  students,  and  the  appropriation  of  $15,000 
referred  to  above  had  in  view  the  reception  of  that  number  of  stu- 
dents only.  But  as  very  much  the  largest  proportion  of  the  young 
men  of  Texas  who  desire  a  scientific  and  practical  training  in 
agriculture  and  mechanics  can  only  secure  it  at  the  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  College,  your  agent,  in  what  he  conceives  to  be 
the  discharge  of  his  duty,  would  respectfully  suggest  to  your 
honorable  body  the  necessity  of  making  an  effort  to  increase  the 
capacity  of  the  college,  so  as  to  enable  them  to  accommodate  a 
number  of  students  somewhat  commensurate,  not  only  with  the 
importance  of  the  practical  education  here  to  be  obtained,  but 
also  with  the  numerical  strength  of  the  industrial  classes  in  the 
State,  who  will  necessarily  seek  entrance  into  this  school  to  se- 
cure such  training. 

To  enable  the  Board  to  receive  a  greater  number  of  students 
will  require  the  building  of  new  barracks. 

A  new  barracks  built  of  brick,  containing  seventy-five 
rooms,  each  twelve  by  fourteen  feet,  on  opposite  sides  of  hall- 
ways, on  three  floors,  would  accommodate  one  hundred  and  fifty 
students,  and  such  a  building,  supplied  with  heating  apparatus 
and  gas,  would  cost  not  less  than  $20,000,  and  to  furnish  the  same 
an  additional  sum  of  about  $2500. 

It  is  for  your  honorable  body  to  determine  whether  or  not  you 
will  ask  the  Legislature  to  make  an  appropriation  for  such  pur- 
pose. 

If  the  Board  purposes  asking  for  an  appropriation  for  the 
above  increase  of  accommodation,  it  will  be  necessary  to  ask  for 
a  further  appropriaiton  of  $10,000,  to  build  additional  professors' 
residences,  to  accommodate  the  increased  teaching  force  re- 
quired by  increase  of  students.  Thus,  for  the  widening  out  of 
the  capacity  of  the  college,  as  above  stated,  it  will  require  an 
appropriation  of  $35,000— $25,000  for  the  first  year  and  $10,000  for 
the  next. 

Another  want  of  the  college  is  some  suitable  provision  made 
for  the  better  care  of  the  sick.  Boys  cannot  be  made  comforta- 
ble, when  unwell,  if  required  to  remain  in  their  rooms  with  the 
vigorous  and  healthy;  nor  ought  their  room  mates  be  required 
to  give  that  attention  essential  to  the  sick,  thereby  interfering^ 
with  their  own  rest  and  study. 

The  resident  medical  officer  should  be  provided  with  a  dwell- 
ing, with  two  or  three  rooms  attached,  where  those  on  the  sick 
list  can  be  placed  under  the  care  of  a  trusty  nurse,  to  wait  on  and 
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to  see  that  suitable  nourishment  is  properly  prepared  for  them. 
The  Steward  of  the  college  has  prepared  estimates  for  addi- 
tions and  repairs  requisite  to  keep  his  department  in  successful 
working  order.  His  department  is  so  essential  to  the  prosperity 
of  the  college  that  I  respectfully  suggest  that  his  request  be 
given  careful  consideration. 

Another  pressing  want  of  the  college  is  a  more  abundant  sup 
ply  of  water.    The  tanks  and  cisterns  already  provided  are  suffi- 
cient for  ordinary  seasons,  but  for  the  past  four  months  the  rain 
fall  has  been  so  little  that  water  for  culinary  and  drinking  pur- 
poses is  almost  exhausted. 

An  artisian  well  would  prevent  a  like  occurrence,  and  if  the 
How  of  water  was  sufficient,  add  all  that  is  necessary  to  the  suc- 
cessful cultivation  of  the  farm,  garden,  orchard,  and  the  growth 
of  trees  and  shrubs  on  the  campus. 

An  exhaustive  inventory  of  college  property  has  just  been 
taken,  the  footings  of  which  show  college  property  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  several  departments  amounting  to  the  sum  of 
$212,060.47. 

This  is  exclusive  of  2416  acres  of  land  donated  the  college  by 
the  county  of  Brazos,  and  estimated  to  be  worth  $16,912,  making 
estimated  total  value  of  property  belonging  to  the  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  College  of  Texas,  $228,972.47. 

For  details  of  property  I  respectfully  refer  you  to  itemized  in- 
ventories on  file  in  the  office  of  the  college  Treasurer.

INTEREST    ON    ENDOWMENT    ARISING    FROM    THE    UNITED  STATES 

LAND  GRANT, 

The  State  received  from  United  States  land  grant  for  this 
college  one  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  acres  of  land 
scrip.  The  scrip  was  sold  in  1871,  at  eighty-four  cents  per  acre, 
and  the  proceeds  invested  in  seven  per  cent  State  bonds.  The 
amount  realized  from  sale  of  scrip  was  $156,000,  and  the  bonds 
purchased  amounted  to  $174,000.  In  1876,  $35,000  of  accumu- 
lated interest  was  invested  in  six  per  cent  State  bonds.  This 
now  forms  the  permanent  endowment  of  the  college.

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It  is  proper  to  state  that  on  June  1,  1885,  this  fund  had  been 
overdrawn,  so  that  it  became  necessary  to  make  the  amounts 
charged  against  the  same  for  the  scholastic  year  1885-6  less  than 
the  annual  interest.  In  June,  1886,  the  overdraw  no  longer  ex- 
isted. By  the  conditions  of  the  land  grant,  and  the  laws  of  the 
State,  the  interest  alone  of  this  fund,  is  available,  and  that  only 
for  the  pay  of  professors  and  officers  of  the  college.

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  first  item  in  the  above 
exhibit,  $41,417  15,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  students,  is 
not  a  charge  in  any  sense  against  the  State,  but  is  paid  by 
the  students  themselves,  the  same  being  collected  from  them 
and  expended  for  supplies,  washing,  fuel,  lights,  etc.  Deduct- 
ing this  amount,  there  is  left  as  the  total  expenditure  for 
two  years,  $53,637.92.  Of  this  amount  there  is  derived  from  the 
United  States  land  grant,  which  is  a  gift  to  the  industrial  classes 
of  the  State,  $25,311.84,  leaving  the  cost  of  the  college  to  the 
State  for  the  two  years.  $28,326.08,  being  an  annual  expenditure 
of  $14,163.04. 

When  it  is  considered  that,  at  a  cost  to  the  State  of  only 
$14,163.04  per  annum,  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College 
has  been  attended  each  session  by  170  young  men  ;  that  the 
charges  to  each  student,  for  all' necessary  expenses,  are  only 
$150  per  session;  that  numerous  additions  have  been  made  to 
the  equipment  of  the  college,  viz  :  Additional  tools  and  ma- 
chinery, engineering  instruments,  chemical  apparatus,  library; 
and  that  the  expense  of  the  experiments  in  agriculture  have 
been  paid,  it  will  be  recognized  with  what  economy  the  affairs 
of  the  college  have  been  managed  by  the  Honorable  Board  of 
Directors.

ECONOMICAL  BASIS. 

In  order  that  the  expenses  to  students  may  be  made  a  mini- 
mum, and  thereby  the  practical  education  afforded  by  the  col- 
lege enjoyed  by  the  greatest  number  of  young  men  from  the 
industrial  classes  of  our  people,  the  college  should  have  an  an- 
nual income  sufficient  to  pay  the  salaries  and  wages  of  all  officers 
and  employes  absolutely  necessary  to  its  successful  operation, 
■and  also  the  other  expenses  incidental  to  its  work  as  an  indus- 
trial institution,  and  to  keep  the  buildings,  grounds  and  equip- 
ments in  thorough  repair.  The  following  estimate  of  annual 
needs  in  the  several  departments  is  appended. 

The  amount  stated  below  is  in  addition  to  the  interest  on  the 
endowment  which  is  by  law  set  apart  for  pay  of  officers  and 
professors,  and  which  is  now  entirely  used  to  pay  the  professors 
of  the  college.

An  account  is  kept  in  this  office  with  each  of  the  several 
departments  of  the  college.  Said  accounts  are  credited  with  the 
amounts  appropriated  to  each  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and 
charged  with  all  expenditures  made  in  pursuance  of  the  orders 
of  the  Board. 

When  an  account  has  been  certified  to  as  being  correct  by  the 
Head  of  the  Department,  it  is  examined  and  audited  by  the 
Agent  of  the  Board,  who  then  draws  his  warrant  on  the  Treas- 
urer, specifying  against  what  appropriation  said  warrant  is 
drawn.  The  Treasurer  pays  the  Agent's  warrants  by  drafts  on 
the  Fiscal  Agent,  who  is  placed  under  a  $30,000  bond. 

By  a  wise  order  of  the  Board,  the  Treasurer  is  forbidden  to 
pay  any  warrant  after  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  account 
against  which  it  may  be  drawn  has  been  exhausted.
